An Act changing the "boundary lines of Sherburne Cownty.

SiOTlOX 1. D«flne« boundary lln*» ot Sh«burne Oocntr,
t. Vote of th* •l*ctor»-

Be if enacted by the, Legislature of the State of Mimaota :

SECTION 1. Tho boundary lines of Shcrburne County shall
be as follows : Commencing at the intersection of the Missis-
sippi River and tlio range line between ran^e twenty-five o«mtr.
(25) Qud twenty-eix, (26), thence north on said line to the
township lino between township thirty-five (35) and thirty-
six, (36), thence west on said line to the Mississippi River,
thence along the main channel of the Mississippi River to
the place of beginning.

Sgc. 2. It shall be legal for the qualified voters of the
Counties of Ramsey and Sherburne, at the next general elec-T°**-
tion, to vote for or against said change of county lines.
Those voting for said change shall insert npon their ballots
the words " For addition to Sherburne County," and those
voting against such change shall insert upon their ballots
"Against addition to Sherburne County." The returns of
said election shall be made in the usual manner, and the
Auditors of said Counties shall make and return to the Seo-
retafy of State a separate abstract of the votes upon said
question, in the same manner as in the case of State officers,
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and in case a majority of all those voting on said question
shall be in favor of aaid change, then the Secretary of State
shall notify the said Auditors of the said Counties of Ramsey
and Sherburne, and thereafter the boundaries of Sherburne
County shall be as prescribed in this Act.
